Armour Lawyer Favors a 
Commission Like That 
for Banks. 


1PY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—{Spe- 
cial.J—-Before the senate agricultural 
committee today Levy Mayer, counse! 


for Armour & Co., related a plan of 
possible government regulation of the 
packing industry which would, he 
thought, assure justice to the produc- 
er, the packer, and the consumer. The 
framework of.the plan, he said, had al- 
ready been laid before J. Ogden Ar- 
mour. 

The keystone of Mr. Mayer’s plan is 
the creation of a federal commission to 
regulate the packing industry, just as 
the banks are now under the regula- 
tion of the federal reserve board and 
the railroads in peace time under the 
supervision of the interstate commerce 
commission. 

Suggestion as to Commission. 

He pointed out that the packing in- 
dustry is the largest in the United 
States, greater even than the railroads, 
doing an annual business of $5,000,000,- 
000. He would have the commission 
composed of three representatives of 
each of the principal ups interested 
in the packing industry—the packers, 
the producers, and the consumers—and 
one or two “ neutrals.” 


Mr. Mayer thought that in the con- 


sideration of meat packing legislation 
there was a tendency to leave out of 
consideration the 100,000,000 consum- 
ers in the United States. He was of 
the opinion that the retailer was get- 
ting a big share of the high meat prices 
and told the committee he was “ aston- 
ished at the margin between buying 
and selling prices of a butcher near his 
New England country home. 

“You're getting as bad as the Non- 
partisan league,” commented Senator 
Gronna of North Dakota. 


Denies Offer to Heney. 


Mr. Mayer began his testimony today 
by reading the transcript of Mr. 
Heney’s statement to the committee 
Baturday. In that statement Mr. Heney 
declared Mr. Mayer said to him: 

“I told you in Chicago, as I have 
told Frank Walsh, if you two fellows 
will work for our people I will send 
you more business than you can 


handle.” 
said Mr. Mayer, “that 
statement, every word of it, is a 


clumsy, transparent, unwarranted lie 
from beginning to end. 

“Think, gentiemen, of the idiocy of 
a lawyer who in the open session of 
this committee, while the committee is 
hearing a witness, would lean over and 
say in a low tone of vaice to the lawyer 
on the other side, ‘I want to bribe 
you,” And the bribe was that I would 
give him more business—to use_his 
words, ‘send you more business than 
you can handle.’ That charge is a 
vicious, dishonorable, ungentlemanly, 
unprofessional falsehood, every word 
of it.” 


Reads Walsh Repudiation. 


Mr. Mayer read a telegram he had 
received from Frank P. Walsh from 
St. Louis. It follows: 

“The Associated Press asked me for 
comment upon Mr. Heney’s statement 
of yesterday, which I gave as follows: 
*While I can claim a very pleasant ac- 
quaintance with Mr. Mayer, he never 
offered employment in Chicago or else 
where, and this does not imply that he 
might not have done so with perfects 
propriety or that 1 might not have ac- 
cepted or declined the same with like 
propriety.’” 

Mr. Mayer commented: “This is 
prompted by the impulse and instinct 
of an honest man, who rebels at the 
attempt to associate his name with this 
ungodly, this unmanly, this cruel, in- 
defensible, and unprofessional attack 
which Mr. Heney has made.” 


Chicago Remark Recalled. 

Mr. Heney cross-examined Mr. Mayer 
later in the day. He asked him about a 
conversdtion Mr. Mayer had with W. 
W. Chapin in Chicago on Jan. 2. 

“TI told him your methods were dls- 
reputable, discreditable, and dishonor- 
able,” Mr. Mayer stated. 

“You wouldn’t say that to my face,” 
said Mr. Heney. 

“I say it to you now,” retorted Mr. 
Mayer. 

' Mr. Heney first asked questions and 
then made a direct statement charging

THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS IN 


. RUSSIA. 

We would like to believe that in the aeyren 
the league of nations there will be some effective 
bond to unite the peoples into a common purpose. 

We would like to believe that this bond wil 
replace the understandings and agreements so com- 
monly employed among human beings; that human 
relation, expediency, self-defense, envy, ambition, 
and malice and what not will be displaced by séme 
more negotiable expression. 

But while we believe such an international mantle 


' is desirable we cannot refrain from glancing at a 


situation that now appears to offer a sample of 
league operation as it is—but, of course, not as it 
should be. | 
Frazier Hunt, Trisunp’s correspondent in 
Russia, is not writing of action under the league 
of nations; instead he is reciting what actually is 
taking place in a league of nations’ armed men in 
the Archangel district: | 

“The north Russia allied expedition has devel- 
oped into a pitiful failure. It has failed to inspire 
confidence and loyalty and to give real assistance 
to Russia. It has become a cesspool of jealousies, 
hatreds, mistakes, and shattered illusions. The 
different allies distrust one another and the Rus- 
sians distrust the entire expedition.” 

Quite naturally such a state of affairs is not pro- 
posed under a league of nations. The purpose 
might be a tery good one, and yet the soldiers 
would not like it any better for that. The agree- 
ment and accord of the nations might be fine; but 
we see that accord has come to grief as among indi- 
vidual soldiers in Russia; and it is upon the soldiers 
we must, in the last analysis, depend. 

It is difficult to compel interest in a given enter- 
prise. We are instructed that our interest in apply- 
ing force to a recalcitrant nation is that of a regard 
for international good behavior. But is this 2 com- 
pelling interest? Is it one that cannot be denied? 
We admit that international good behavior }s de- 


sirable, but will peoples destroy their domestic hap- 


piness for it? 

When we assume that Russia needs an interna- 
tional flagellation we include in that assumption 
H belief that all Russia is mischievous. How do we 
know that? On the contrary, is it not fair to 
assume that a great part of the country is just as 
eager for order and stability as we are to have

He’ shoots his enemy 
full of holes or stabs him in the back. If is en. 
tirely regular. It causes no astonishment in any 
citizen. The man is a hero if the police discover 
his identity—which is unlikely; he becomes an in- 
teresting specimen for the criminologist; reformers 
build social theories on him; he is a romantic figure 
for the young. If he is arrested {t is improbable 
that he will be convicted. If he is convicted it is 
highly unlikely that he will be hanged. 

A murderer actually on the scaffold nowadays 
must feel a justifiable resentment against society 
for having cheated him out of his immunity, a sense 
that some one fooled him. : 

The judges in the county courts feel that some- 
thing is wrong with the legal machinery of the 
community; they are trying to envelop the law with 
a majesty and awesomeness by putting on flowing 
robes. Perhaps they will have success in scaring 
riotous litigants who make courtrooms into prize- 
rings.

child cannot be effectively taken unti: 
specific data about him is obtained. 

That the number’ of such children 
is larger than most persons dream ig 
indicated by the conditions which in- 
vestigations in New York disclosed. 
There they discovered that 23-per cent 
[or 250,000] of the public school chil- 
dren were so emphatically malnour- 
ished as to interfere seriously with 
their work. Vigorous measures were 
taken with the reshlt that there is a 
valid hope that this year will show 
a reduction of the percentage to sev- 
penteen. Among the measures was an 
appropriation of $50,000 for the estab- 
lishment of the system of school 
lunches. 

But the collection or data at once 
accurate and comprehensive is not the 
sole reason for the purchase of scales. 
It has been ascertained that the cam- 
paign against malnutrition cannot 
wake effective progress without the 
creation of a spirit of emulation among 
the children themselves. It is when a

*" “By his Executive, Order of August 23, 1917, the President adopted as eds prices for 


under investigation by the Federal Trade Commission under the so-called “Calder” resolution 
of the Senate. This involved one price for the railroad controlled coal companies and a price of 
75c higher for the individuals.

The result’ of this examination 
showed that the general increases in the price of materials and labor had raised the cost 
of mining anthracite to such an extent that many of the companies were not receiving a fair 
return and that some producers of necessary coal were actually sustaining a loss on the 
sale of coal at the Government prices, in spite of the two increases allowed on account of 
advances to labor.

_ “At the time this situation was discovered every indication pointed to an early peace and 
it was deemed unwise to increase the maximum prices so near the time when, on account of — 
the end of the war, price restrictions would in- the natural course of events, be lifted

Onion Seasonings. ae 
After giving. some part of some long 


years to the subject of onion season- 
ings, light has come as to the possible 


,i| reason why certain people shudder at 


the mention of onions when they know 
that they, are eating them. ‘They can 
be. deceived, but seldom if winter 
onions, yellow ones in particular, are 


| used in certain connections. 


For instance, dry lima beans cooked 
in the gentlest manner in four cups of 
water, cold at the start, seasoned with. 
oné onion and one.carrot, may. be de- 
licious, but under some circumstances 
they may have a.subtle ugliness of 
flavor that is ul ie seme due to the 
onion used. If we had meat, instead of 
the beans, we might easily attribute 
that flavor to something wrong in that. 
I am sure I would, if I had not studied 
this onion for a long time. 


With fresh new ramibis tops, or scal- 
lions, or a‘white*onion I do not be- 
lieve you a get that unpropitious |. 
odor, or! those uninterested in 
food might perhaps not notice, al- 
though they probably would notice 
that the beans were not as pleasant a 
dish as they had perhaps at some time 
imagined.

MUSICIANS OUT

MAY BE RESTORED 


Steps will be taken today to bring 
about the reinstatement of three Chi- 
cago musigians, dropped front the Chi- 
cago Federation of Musicians and 
from the Chicago Symphony orchestra 
last fall for alleged disloyal utterances. 
They are William Kriegelstein, Otto 
Hesselbach, and Richard Kuss. : 

The two former are naturaljized 
citizens. When the federation ex- 
pelled them on Oct. 10 they were auto- 
matically ousted from the Symphony 
orchestra, as the orchestra employs 
only union musicians. It is now pro- 
posed to them that they can be re- 
instated under certain terms. 

The plan is that they must agree 
to bring no suits or litigation against 
the union, and that each must pay a 
reinstatement fee of $500.
